THE CITY COUNCIL 


For the first time since Alderman 
Smith left the city last year, there :was 
a full council in attendance for the 
meeting held ‘Monday night. 

A great deal of correspondence was 
read and dealt with, the annual re- 
ports of the various departments and 
several other matters disposed of: 

Alderman Johns ipresented hiz res- 
ignation as a member of the library 
board, leaving three vacancies to be 
filled. After several names had heen 
suggested and discussed, the ‘board 
was filled by the appointment of C. 
H. Snell, Fred Turnbull and Alderman 
Broughton. 

The Commissioners presented their 


report, as follows:

The school taxes collecced ar@ in- 
cluded in above. They are as fol- 
lows: 

Public School—Nemand, $33,198.77; 
Collected, $32,632.21;Shortage, $567.55 

Separate School—Demand, $1,000.00 
collected, $944.80; shortage, $45 20. 

The business tax levy for 1923 was 
$2,927.25 less than for 1922, and this fs 
just about the amount the current tx 
collections were less than in 1922. 

The Public School Board made a 
saving on their estimates and have 
been :paid the amount collected. This 
will give them a cash surplus of 
$481.21 to carry forward to the 1924 
account. 

2..On Dec 31st, the City gave the 
bank a note for $16,300.00 to cover the 
account on that date. Collections cn 
current taxes made after banking 
hours and by mail have enahled us to 
reduce this note already to $11,000 06, 
so that our floating debt at the end 
of 1923 was less than we estimated it 
would he in our annual report to the 
ratepayers. 

3. The amoun: required to be in the 
sinking fund at Dec. 31st, 1923, to 
retire the Series A2 Treasury bills 
was $4,005.34. There was a shortage 
of $1,221.98 in this account and we 
recommend that this amount be ap- 
plied to the sinking fund from the 
proceads of the hospital debentures. 
If this is done, it will not be neces- 
sary to levy in 1924 estimates for the 
amount of the shortage. 

4. A meeting of city representatives 
is called for Wednesday, 16th inst., in 
Edmonton, to consider the draft City 
Act prepared by the committee ap- 
pointed for ‘that purpose. After this 
meeting the draft Act will be submit- 
ted to the various Councils for con- 
sideration. 

h. Foreman Jones has ‘commenced 


demolishing the old Great West 
Hotel. 
6. The Provincial Government is 


planning to improve the roads in Al- 
berta, particularly the main trails, and 
gravel these trafls where possible. 
The city owns considerable gravel 
along the C. N. Ry. right of way, and 
we recommend that the goverament 
be offered gravel in the pit at 25c yer 
yard, the city to use the money re- 
ceived from this source to gravel the 
main trails through the city. 

7. In accordance with your instruc- 
tions we have applied to the Imperial 
Bank for a redwetion in interest rates 
on city borrowings and interest on 
minimum balances. 

8. We submit herewith annual 
ports of the city departments. 

9. We submit herewith accounts for 
your authorization to pay. 

All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted.

There was considerable discussion 
on the report. The Council were 
pleased that the financial statement 
showed such a favorable result of the 
year's labors. They felt that His Wor- 
ship the Mayor and the Commissioner 
should be congratulated on the suc- 
cess of their efforts of the last few 
days of the year. At the beginning 
of the year the debt to the Bank was 
approximately $15,000.00 Resideg the 
great reduction in the outstanding 
debt of the city for the year, the debt 
to the Bank was reduced as shown in 
Clause 2. 

With reference to Clause 3of the 
report, Aldermen Galbraith and Johns 
were of the opinion that the ‘money 
coming from the Hospital debentures 
was capital and should not be allovat- 
ed for any current expenditure. The 
Commissioners pointed out that the 
money was a return of moneys paid 
to the Hospital account in past years. 
especially 1922, by the city out of 
current receipts, and the suggested 
course was nothing more than just as 
well as business-like. At the same 
time they did not desire to get the 
impression broadcasted that the citv 
was in a ‘better state than it really 
fs. The clause was left over for fur- 
ther discussion when the estimates of 
the year are presented. 

Commenting on Clause 6, the Com- 
missioner pointed out that there was 
a great deal of splendid lumber in the 
old Great West Hotel, and it was de. 
cided that Foreman Jones should trv 
to sell same of the small dimension 
stuff. The timber of larger dimen- 
sions can be used by the ‘city for 
various purposes. 

Council approved heartily of the 
offer being made to the Rovernment 
on ‘he gravel owned by the city. This 
fs a splendid, clean gravel, and it fs 
honed that the offer will he accepted. 

Mayor Collison informed the Alder- 
mon that the manager of the Tmperial 
Bank had received their request for a 
lower rate of interest on borrowings 
with Inindness, and he was sure some 
reduction would ‘be made. Meantime

Alberta Farmer le Losing, Is the 
Clalm, and Edmonton Men are In. 
vestigating It. 


Vancouver, B.C., January 5.—Under 
the caption, “Who gets the differ- 
ence?” the Vancouver Sun will say 
today: 

“Friday’s closing wheat market fo 
Alberta was, for No. 1 northern, 81c 
per bushel. 

“Vancouver buyers on Friday’s clos- 
ing market paid for the same wheat 
$1.00 per bushel. 

“The freight rate from Hdmonton or 
Calgary to Vancouver is 13}4c, so that 
instead of receiving 81c for his wheat, 
the Alberta farmer should have recelv- 
ed 8614c per bushel. In the case of the 
Peace River farmer, he received 
only 67c per bushel, instead of 86%4¢. 

“Mayor K. A. Blatchford, of Edmon-

ton, and F, Walker, a grain grower of 
the Edmonton digtrict, are now in 
Vancouver trying to find out how, 
when and where the Alberta farmer : 
as pasa from that difference of

“Referring to the recent increase in 
Vancouver harbor dues of 1-7c per 
‘bushel, Mr Walker said: ‘We farmers 
do not understand fractions, so I am 
not very much concerned with what 
appear to be reasonable port charges, 
but what Iam concerned with is, who 
gets the spread between the Alberta 
price of 81c and the coast price of 
$1.00 per bushel.

John Cox, master of many languages. 


HE smooth-working organism of 
a great railway which prides 
itself on being able to meet any 
situation in an equable manner, re- 
ceived a rude jolt one day when 
two picturesquely garbed strangers 
strolled into the Windsor Depot of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Montreal, and, despite the most ela- 
borate and vociferous linguistic con- 
tortions, failed in a most deplorable 
manner to make anyone understand 
what they wanted. 

Someone who had travelled in 
the east ventured the opinion that 
they were Arabs, and the polyglot 
bombardment which had been in 
progress ceased in hopeless despair, 
for the stock of available languages 
did not go into Kipling’s country 
“east of Suez.” Then a “red cap,” 
one of the colored porters who make 
themselves useful about the station 
handling baggage between the train 
and taxicab, stepped up. He re- 
lieved himself of what sounded like 
a combination of a_badly-running 
Ford and a Sarcee war chant, and 
had the situation straightened out 
in no time at all. 

Investigation revealed that tho 
railway had on its staff of baggage 
hustlers a veritable Mezzofanti, a 
student who for sheer love of the 
acquisition picks up languages in 
the easy manner he does suitcases. 
He is known about the station as 
Number Bighteen, though this has 
no reference to his lingual eccom- 
plishments. His name is John Cox 
and his country of origin is British 
Guiana, though to satisfy his vora- 
cious thirst for tongues that other 
people employ he has strayed far 
from his native sugar plantations, 
Spanish, Italian, English, French, 
Greek, Hindustani and Arabic he can 
call into requisition at a moment’s 
notice, while he writes most of them 
with equal facility. He admits not 
being as yet equally at home with 
German, though he has substantial 
- «sp of the language. 

Hindustani is his native tongue. 
. acile English he acquired in Eng- 
land in the employ of a British rail- 
way magnate. In the same employ 
he went to Brazil and Panama, 
acquiring Spanish in an effortless 
manner en route. Returning to Eng- 
land with merely his appetite whet- 
ted, he took lessons in Italian and 
French and speedily added them to 
his linguistic list. The outbreak of 
the war opened up possibilities of 
yet more interesting and extensive 
travel, and he joined the navy as be- 
ing less likely to remain confined to 
an area where they spoke the same 
language all of the time. 

Fate played into his hands when 
he became stationed at Mudros, in 
the Grecian Archipelago, near the 
entrance to the Dardanelles. It was 
not long before he had qualified to 
keep a fruit store and was looking 
round for more languages to con- 
quer. He bethought himself of the 
hordes of Turkish prisoners coming 
in to the depot, and after hobnob- 
bing with them for a few months, 
was reading the “Arabian Nights” 
in the original. 

He was demobilized in May, 1921, 
ais one regret being that the part 
he had played in the war had never 
given him the opportunity of seeing 
the interior of Germany, but this 
lost opportunity he has since made 
up for by diligent study. He came

GREAT INTEREST 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
MAY BE CHANGED 


London, January 10.—Ramsay Mac- 
Donald's references to foreign affairs 
in his Albert Hall speech are being 
widely discussed, especially his ex- 
pression of labor’s desire to stamp 
out the embers of ‘war in Europe with 
“a broad foot and a big heel.” 

Many are sceptical of the value of 
swch words in the present state of 
the continent and in view of ‘the 
fruitless efforts of other statesmen to 
smooth out the path to ao lasting 
peace. Also, the Labor leader’s refer- 
ences to the League of Nations are 
being widely commented on in diplo- 
matic and public circles. 

The diplomatic correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph today stresses Mr. 
MacDonald's “curious omission” of 
any reference to the United States 
and assumes labor experts on foreign 
affairs have given due weight to tha 
important consideration that the sum- 
moning of league intervention means 
the exclusion of co-operation of the 
United States in solving the problems 
of Europe in the present circum- 
stances. 

The writer continues: “The ques 
tion of the world court will be a deli- 
cate one. Here Labor would have to 
devise means to reconcile its dcevo- 
tion to the league with America’s de- 
cisions rot ‘to join the court unless the 
court is entirely dissociated from 
the league, ‘but I am told that Labor's 
devotion to the league does not imply 
wholesale approval of the present 
machinery and methods. 

“Qabor is not satisfied with the 
present constitution of the league 
council which it regards as oligarchi- 
cal and ultra-diplomatic. To demo- 
cratize the council, while sirengthen- 
ing the ‘autonomy of both the court 
and the assembly, may be the ‘key- 
note of Labor's attitude towards the 
league. Such structural 
however, will require time, as_ also 
will the admission of Russia and Ger- 
many unless a special extraordinary 
meeting of the assembly is contem-

A column of federal troops defeated 
two hundred rebels near Allende, 
state of Coahuila, yesterday, accord- 
ing to an official bulletin.

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THE POLITICAL SITUATION 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Extreme uncertainty prevails dn 
Great Britain as to political develop- 
ments 'there. The Conservatives have 
come out of the recent election as 
the strongest party of the ‘three, but 
without nearly sufficient members to 
give ‘them a majority over Labour and 
Liberals combined. It seems there- 
fore to be 'taken for granted that they 
will have to resign and that the next 
strongest party, which is the Labour 
Party, will be asked to form ‘a govern- 
ment. There seems for the moment 
little possibility of the Conservatives 
abandoning their protectionist propos- 
als and with ‘the help of some of the 
most strongly-anti-Labour Liberals 
carrying on the government on quiet, 
unambitious lines. Yet such an at- 
tempt might not tbe wholly without a 
chance of success. 

If the Labour Party us called on to 
form a government, the result will be 
that a party which bolds only about 
one-third of ‘the seats in the House of 
Commions, and none whatever in the 
House of Lords, will be taking over 
the government of 'the country. That 
1s anextraordinary situation. Liberals 
and Labour disclaim any intention of 
an alliamce, yet unless tthere is such 
an alliance in practice if not in form, 
the Labour government must be in- 
stantly defeated by the Conservatives 
alone. If the press dispatches are 
anything like correct, the Liberals 
are far more ‘anxious to get ‘the Con- 
servatives ovt of office than 'to pre- 
vent the Labour party from getting 
in. Yet with tthe exception of the one 
great question of ‘the tariff, there is 
no very vita? difference between Lib- 
erals and Conservatives, while ‘be- 
tween Liberals and Labour ‘there are 
differences which affect the whole 
structure of society. It looks almost 
as 6f the Liberals rwere being swayed 
by personal ifeeling’s rather 'than poli- 
tical principles; ‘that ‘they are deter- 
mined to have revenge ‘on the men 
who disdained their continued alli- 
ance under the coalition government 
little more ‘than a year ago, even if 
there is involved as a result ia danger 
to what they profess to regard as 
essential features of 'the social and 
political Tife of ‘the country. 

On the other hand the Liberals— 
and the Conservatives, too, for that 
matter—may feel that lif 'the Labour 
Party ‘are tio take office at all, ‘they 
had better do so under circumstances 
which make it essential for them to 
act with moderation and restraint be- 
cause of their numerical weakness in 
Parliament. Then if Labour does 
prove incompetent to govern the 
country, it will be comparatively easy 
to get rid of them, and at the next 
election their incompetence can be 
exhibited to the electors as a_ thing 
proved by experience and not merely 
anticipated in'theory. If this is the 
theory of the non-Labour parties, it 
may prove 'to be a farsseeing and cal- 
culatng policy. 

It is ‘in the sphere of foreign rela- 
tions that the Labour policy of recent 
years presents most possible danger 
to the country and the Bmpire. Up 
to the present time Labour has been 
wholly anti-imperial. It ‘has profess- 
ed bitter ‘hostility to that spirit 
which won for the Anglo-Saxon race 
the Empire, including Canada. It has 
expressed complete sympathy with 
the aspirations of the few oriental 
Indians who have been loudly clam- 
ouring for home rule, which ‘would {m- 
mediately turn India and its 300 mil- 
lions of people into a welter of 
bloody anarchy, in which the home 
rule orators ‘would instantly disappear 
into ‘obscurity, prison or the grave. 
Jt has opposed all those naval, mill- 
tary and aerial establishments which 
built the Empire and now maintain ft, 
incudirg 'the Pacific Coast of Canada, 
from external aggression. If the 
Labour yarty {s to be anything Hke 
true to its hitherto expressed theor- 
jes, these things must go. Under the 

‘present circum:tunces they will not 
go, but at ithe same tim? the people of 
Great Britain and the white racas of 
¢he Empire may be thankful that the 


great Buropean nations are in no 
condition for aggression, and that 
Japan is occupied for the moment 
with other things than a possible 
challenge to the Munro doctrine. 

There is ‘dissatisfaction in both 'the 
Liberal and the Conservative parties 
with the apparent policy of ‘the lead- 
ers, and in that dissatisfaction lies 
the possibility of the appearance of 
yet another party, a sort of centre 
party, mildly free trade and strongly 
anti-socialist in {ts main ideas. This 
fact gets added lforce from the circum: 
stances ‘that Liord Birkenhead and 
Winston Churchill, both ambitious 
men, comparatively young, and of 
principles which might politely be 
called elastic, are neither of them 
really within the official ranks of any 
party for the moment. 

Whatever the outcome of the situ- 
ation may be, it will be for some time 
at least a very interesting one for 
those Ttookers-on from outside who 
are said to see most of the game, and 
can view it with a certain amount of 
detachment.

THE BOK PEACE PRIZE 


A prize of $100,000.00 was offered 
some time ago by a_ well-known 
American, Mr. Bok, for the best plan 
by which the United States might 
help to preserve the peace of the 
world and abolish war for ever. The 
plans submitted have been examined 
by a body of distinguished Americans, 
headed by Mr. Elfhu Root, and they 
have awarded the prize to a plan, the 
main outlines of which have been pub- 
Nshed and are as follows: 

1, The United States shall become 
a member of the International Court 
of Justice. 

2. Without joining tthe League of 
Nations the United States shall offer 
to ‘co-operate with the League on con- 
dition that 

(a) Moral force ‘and public opinion 
{s swbstituted for military force and 
economic pressure as the means of 
carrying out the decisions and judg- 
ments of the League. 

(b) The Munro doctrine is  safe- 
guarded. 

(c) The United States shall assume 
no obligation under the Treaty of 
Versailles except by authority of an 
act of Congress. 

(d) Membership of the League of 
Nations tshall ibe open to any nation. 

(e) The development of inter- 
national law shall be fostered. 

After reading this summary of the 
best of some 2,000 plans produced by 
public men, learned bodies and insti- 
tutions of allt Kinds all over the 
world, it is difficult not to feel that 
the $100,000.00 offered as a prize has 
been easily won and entirely wasted. 
A more futile and feeble series of 
suggestions could hardly have been 
devised, and in one respect at least 
there is ‘an innocent hypocrisy involv- 
ed, which is almost comic. This is 
the provision or the safeguarding of 
the Munro doctrine. By that doc- 
trine, as is well known, the United 
States arrogates to itself the right to 
say that no outside nation shall inter- 
fere in ‘the affairs of North or 
South America, while it reserves its 
own right to interfere as ‘much as it 
likes with the affairs of other nations 
in America, and also outside of Amer- 
ica, for instance, the Phillippines and 
China. It is an audaciously impu- 
dent doctrine, though quite possibly a 
salutary one, but it is one which will 
not be ttolerated ‘by other nations a 
day longer than they Shave to, and for 
the United States to suggest ‘that it 
will co-operate with the League of Na- 
tions only if that League will sub- 
scribe to and formally consecrate the 
claim of the United States to do more 
or less as it pleases without Interfer- 
ence in the two American continents, 
is a piece of international presumption 
quite notable in {ts coolness. 

At one of those futile Hague Peace 
Conferences which did nothing for 
peace and less than nothing for war, 
the British naval representatives 
made a proposal that no nation should 
increase {ts naval force without in- 
forming the other nations. As the 
British navy was ‘then vastly the 
largest In the world, this was an ex- 
cellent idea for maintaining British 
naval supremacy for ever and a day, 
and as such it was coldly received by 
the other nations. Probably the same 
reception would await the innocent 
suggestion as ito the (Munro doctrine 
from variows nations whose interest 
in South America, for instance, {3 not 
lessening with time. 

Then there 1s the beautiful sugges- 
tion that only moral force should be 
at the disposal of the League. There 
was moral force and treaty force as 
well to stop Germany from invading 
Belgium. There was moral force and 
membership of the League to prevent 
Poland from sejzing Vilna, or Ita‘y 


from-bombarding ‘and seizing Corfu, |° 


Turkey from flouting the promises 
made by the Allies and the United 
States to the Armenians, yet it avail- 
_ed absolutely nothing in tthe absence 
of men and guns. There is moral 
force to prevent thievés and bandits 
from entering ‘banks and jewellers’ 


. premises, but even in the States there 


is singuarly little disposition to . rely 


-. solely on that admirable ‘thing for 


| safety. 

The whole plan maybe summed up 
by saying that the United States will 
do nothing whatever that is. practical, 
troublesome, or expensive to prevent 
war, and will assiime no obligation of 
that nature, but it will be glad to. ut- 
ter lofty sentiments, and express 
pleasing aspirations, provided that 
nobody contravenes its monopoly of 
& supremacy in a vast section of the 
world’s richest area. 

It is rather sad ‘to find that nothing 
better than this can be produced in re- 
turn for so large a prize. One is re- 
minded of that shrewd business man, 
Mr. Ford's lapse into temporary insan- 
ity during the war in connection with 
the Peace Ship and its cargo of 
quarrelsome, wrangling, ignorantly 
officious cranks, who (will go down to 
history as one of the really classical 
jokes in the world’s experience. 'Some- 
thing better might have been hoped 
for from Mr. Bok’s ‘well-Intentioned 
offer. 


THE SPEECH OF MR. G.!W. SMITH 
AT SYLVAN LAKE 


At a meeting of the local farmers’ 
association at ‘Sylvan Lake the other 
day, G W. Smith, our local member, 
defended the conduct of ithe Farmers’ 
Government against the recent attacks 
made upon it by the Liberals, led by 
Messrs. Boyle and Mitchell. The gist 
of Mr. Smiith’s remarks was ‘that the 
Farmers’ Government tcould not be 
blamed for the unsatisfactory situ- 
ation of the provincial finances be- 
cause they had taken over a load of 
debts and financial obligations from 
their predecessors, the very Liberals 
who now denounce the financial ad- 
ministration of 'the government. Mr. 
Smith argued that having so been 
compelled to take over this load, and 
having further had to do so at a Itime 
of depression in trade and financial 
stress, it is not sunprising ‘that the 
Farmers’ Government has been unable 
to effect any drastic revolution in the 
state of things, and that it has done 
generally all that could be expected of 
it. 

Possibly Mr. Smith puts the case 
for his party a little itoo high. He 
was making a party speech in 
answer to attacks which were wholly 
partisan and without much pretence 
of reasoned or helpful criticism, but 
at the same time there is a very 
great deal in what he said. . Tt is 
wholly out of place for the Liberals 
to find fault with the Farmers’ Gov- 
ernment, since those Liberals have 
neither an efficient record in the past 
nor a sound programme for the future 
to justify their criticising anyone. 
There is only one doubt ‘that asasils 
us in reading Mr. Smith’s excellent 
castigation of the Liberals. The 
Liberals were long ‘in power. The 
Farmers’ Party is of very recent or- 
igin. Was not Mr. Smith himself a 
fairly prominent member of the Lib- 
eral party while it was in power and 
before the Farmers’ party was form- 
ed? Did he ever realize the pernicious 
character of ‘his old party’s conduct of 

‘the government, and did he protest in 
private or public against it? Aye, 
there’s ‘the rub.

We tender congratulations to H. M.

While in Provincial politics ‘the 
Farmers are castigating the Liberals 
at every opportunity, in Ottawa they 
are talking of joining hands. Of 
Course we dare not accuse a party 
that went into power in various parts 
of the country on a cry of “death to 
politics” of resorting to pvuiitical 
subterfuge and expediency to keer 
thmeselves in ‘the government and in 
receipt of the indemnity. 


If, as is apparently ‘assured, the 
liquor act to be passed will be admin- 
istered by a commission of non- 
partizan men, there {s absolutely no 
doubt as to who should be asked to 
take the head of that ‘commission. | 
Cc. F. P. Conybeare, K.C., of Leth- 
bridge, who is head of the Moderation 
League, the sentiments of which were 
so strongly endorsed by the voters, is 
the only logical choice, provided al- 
ways that he will accept the post. He 
is a sane, capable man with extensive 
legal training and experience and he 
would be sympathetic ‘to 'the new Act. 


In many of the papers throughout 
the country there appears to be an 
increase of chiropractic ‘advertising. | 
It consists chiefly in reiteration, in 
various tones and in various ways, of 
the statement ‘that whereas Doctors 
are all fakirs, chiropractors can cure 
anything, and that ithey do so not be- 
cause of a desire for money but out of 
a kindly spirit to a deluded and 
diseased world. The fact remains that 
because of the advertising they are 
getting more patients. The Medical 
Association of the Province should 
give some publicity to their claims. 
We have no brief for either side, a! 
though we lean towards the Doctors. 
The only experience we have had 
with the chiropractors was to do ad- 
vertising for them and then whistle 
for our money. 


In the report of the meeting of the 
School Board which appeared in The 
Advocate of Friday last we notice 
that someone complained of the fact 
that that paper got more school 
printing than we did, and it was ex- 
plained (according to the reporter) 
that our tender for a supply of News- 
print was higher than The Advocate. 
We have never complained of the way 
the avork of the Board has been divid- 
ed, although apparently from the re- 
‘port of the finance committee we had 
grounds tto do so. We have mever 
at any time tendered on a supply of 
Newsprint or any other paper, and 
have never been invited to do so. 


H. Willson has been proposed as 
President of the Board of Trade for 
this year. He has been one of tthe 
really interested and active members 
during the past year and the choice 
is an admirable one.

CHANGE IN GOVERN- 
MENT FINANCING 


Radical changes in the accounting 
system of ‘the provincial government, 
calculated to tighten control of the 
executive council over all expendi- 
tures; to effect considerable economy 
in elimination of duplication of rec- 
ords and reduction of staffs, and to 
place the province on a more sound 
financial footing generally, were put 
into effect ‘by the government at the 
beginning of the new year. These 
changes are the main features of a 
new policy which ‘has been under tcon- 
sideration by the government since 
the completion of ‘the special audit 
made in 1922, and the new system 
has been installed subsequent to the 
appointment last September of James 
C. Thompson as provincial auditor. 

Briefly, the naw system ‘will accom- 
plish the following {mportant results, 
which were not possible under the 
system which thas been in effect in 
past years: 

All departmental purchases will be 
supervised. 

All commitments will be audited 
and checked before the expenditures 
are incurred, and not after the bills 
have been received, as has been the 
case in the past. 

A central accounting system will be 
established whereby the actual finan- 
cial standing of the provincee may be 
ascertained on short notice at any 
time. 

The accounts of ‘the province will ‘be 
placed on a revenue and expenditure 
basis. 

No commitments will be authorized 
after an appropriation ‘has once been 
exhausted. 

Under the new system revenue will 
be made to consist of cash actually 
collected on income account during 
the fiscal year, and revenue earned but 
not collected will be considered as a 
deferred asset until collected. 

Expenditure will be made to include 
all Nabilfties incurred during the fiscal 
year. Unpaid accounts at the end of 
the year will not be permitted to en- 
cumber the appropriations of the suc- 
ceeding year, but ovill be charged to, 
and form part of, the expenditure of 
the year to whitch they belong. , 

The new system will provide that! 
the net surplus or deficit will consist 
of the difference between income ac- 
tually collected, and expenditures not

A purchasing agent «will be appoint- 
ed shortly and substantial economies, 
it is expected, will be effected by con- 
trol and centralization of purchasing. 
In the meantime a supervisor of pur- 
chases mill check and collect statis- 
tics on all government purchasing. 

One of the most important changes 
effected is 'the establishment of the 
pre-audit of all commitments, before 
orders are issued and expenditures 
made, Once an appropriation has 
been exhausted, no further expendi- 
tures will be authorized save by 
order-in-council. 

Under the new centralized account- 
ing system the machinery is provided 
for the executive council to control 
more effectively all revenues and ex- 
penditures, and it sill be possible for 
the cabinet to receive from time to 
time a statement reflecting the exact 
financial standing of the province. 

The installation of the new system 
involves no increase in staff, in fact, 
considerable economy will be effected 
through the elimination of duplication 
in records, and consequent reduction 
of staff. 

The tendency of tthe new systemmil) 
be to increase ithe efficiency of gov- 
ernmental departments, with a reduc- 
tion of expenditures, a greater control 
over the finances, and a more sound 
financial basis for the province.

Annual Reports 


..The annual reports of the Fire De- 
partment, Police and Health Depart- 
ment and the Public Works ~ Depart- 
ment were read and filed. All the re- 
ports were very satisfactory. There 


werg few fires in 1923, although the |~ 


loss of the Alberta Pacific Elevator 
and the old Creamery had made the 
monetary loss theavy during the year. 

The Fire Chief paid a tribute to the 
willingness of his helpers. 

Foreman Jones’ report showed that 
very little new work had been done by 
the city in the past year, athough 
every effort was made to keep all ser- 
vices in good repair. The intake wells 
had been cleaned and the screens re- 
versed, some work done on the exten- 
sion of Kingsmill Ave., several new 
services put on the waterworks and 
sawer systems and work done on the 
city parks, Disoussing this report, 
the Aldermen suggested some needed 
repairs to sidewalks. it was also 
asked why, when cement walks car- 
ried a heavy frontage tax for thirty 
years, the cinder and plank walks 
should he furnished by the city with- 
out charge on the properties that 
they front. 

The Police and Health report show- 
ed that the chief and his assistant 
had done an {mmense amount of work 
during the year. The city has been 
kept clean in more senses than one. 


Correspondence 


Alice L. Grevett. wrote from Cal- 
gary, asking whether the Councillors 
were allowed to smoke. The Com- 
missioner had replied in the affirm. 
ative for two pages. 

The request of the Fire Department 
that they be givenagrant of $100, as 
has been usual in previous years, was 
laid over until the estimates are 
brought down. 

The Red Deer Municipal 
notified the city that S. LaFortune 
had been admitted suffering from 
pneumonia, and that the city would 
have to be responsible for his expens- 
es. The Commissioner reported that 
Mr. LaFortune ‘had since died. There 
were some debts owing to him out of 
which the city hoped to get sufficient 
to pay the expenses. 

The City Solicitors wrote that in 
respect tto taxes the city could sue or 
distrain for taxes at any time prior to 
the sale of the lands or to the final ac- 
quisition of them by the city. This 
was in respect to the transfers of cer- 
tain property sent by Mrs.'H. H. Gaetz 
in satisfaction of arrears of taxes. The 
whole matter Seemed to be of very 
great importance and was laid over 
until the next meeting of Council to 
allow further consideration. 

G. A. Sheline offered to dismantle 
any old buildings in the possession of 
the city and give them all dimension 
stuff if he were allowed to take the 
small stuff. Council decided to try out 
the suggestion on the old house north 
of the Red Deer Grocery. The Com- 
missioners ‘will report to Council on 
any other houses of like nature. 

The Village of North Red Deer 
wrote withdrawing their appeals 
against the school assessment on lots 
owned by the village. 

City of Lethbridge wanted particu- 
lars of the policy carried by this city 
in respect to actions for damages by 
persons injured in the city. The Com- 
missioner had replied and the letter 
was filed. : 

The Department of Public Health 
requested the names of the local 
Board of Health. 

Molson’s Bank wish to find the 
holder of Bond No. 54, Series A.1. 
These bonds were not registered as 
to principal and the city are unable 
to give the information desired. 

James A. Bower wrote a long letter 
in connection with the recent im- 
pounding and sale of his horses in the 
city pound. He felt that he had a 
grievance as he stated that the pound- 
keeper and the Chief of Police had 
broken promises to ‘him. As there

percentage of apecial grade cream 
has increased from 32.4 percent. in 
1922 to 39.1 percent. in 1923, and per- 
centage of firsts from 37.3 in 1922 to 
40.5 in 1923, while percentage of sec- 
onds has been reduced from 27.2 per- 
cent. in 1922 to 16.1 percent. in 1923. 
The amount of creamery butter grad- 
ed by the grading service in 1923 
was 10,764,762 Ibs., of which 21.6 per- 
cent. was graded special and 64.7 per- 
cent. graded firsts, compared. nwith a 
totai of 7,264,210 Ibs. in 1922, of 
which 27.5 percent. graded special and 
55 percent. graded firsts. 

The remarkable suwocess of the 
gradng service ‘has had ‘the effect the 
past year of ifinmly establishing Alber- 
ta butter in the markets of the world. 


Nothing but praise has come from 


Britain for the shipments made there 
the past fall, the declaration being 
made that Alberta product has found 
a permanent place in this market. 


‘Alberta Butter Winnings 
at Exhibitions 


Alberta butter won 50 percent. of 
allthe prizes offered at twelve exhibi- 
tions in Canada during the past year, 
according to a report prepared by Mr. 
Marker, Dairy Commissioner. Of all 
the first prizes offered at these ex- 
hibitions, Alberta won 62.8 percent. 
Of tthe total of second prizes offered, 
Alberta won 60.7 percent. Of third 
prizes Alberta won 49.6 percent., of 
fourth prizes (27.2 percent., of fifth 
prizes 23.8 percent., of sixth prizes 
16.6 percent.; of seventh prizes 25 per 
cent.; of eighth prizes 11.1 percent.; 
of ninth prizes 65.5 percent. 


Coal Shipments to Ontario - 


Alberta has shipped approximately 
61,000 tons of coal to Ontario markets 
during the past year, according to 
figures supplied ‘by H. Stutchbury, 
Alberta Trade Commissioner. The 
campaign conducted by the govern- 
ment to make Alberta coal popular in 
Ontario has met with immense suc- 
cess. The matter of securing a per- 
manent low freight rate on the Alber- 
ta coal to the eastern market is still 
under negotiation ‘between Premier 
Greenfield and the officials of the 
C.N.R. 


New Appointments 


The appointment of R. A. Smith, 
who has been Acting Deputy Attorney 
General since the resignation of A. G. 
Browning, has been made permanent, 
as has also the appointment of Tren- 
holme Dickson to the position of 
Official Guardian. ‘The appointment 
of J. J. Frawley, of Calgary, to the 
position of Solicitor with the Attor- 
ney General's Department is announ- 
ced, to fill the vacancy created by the 
advancement of Mr. Smith to the Dep- 
uty’s office. 


Alberta May Develop Hydro Power 


Premier Greenfield, during his visit 
to Ottawa im connection with the nat- 
ural resources question, obtained 
promise from the Dominion authori- 
ties ‘that no decision would be made 
regarding the rights for development 
of ‘the Spray Lakes power scheme in 
Alberta, until the Provincial govern- 
ment has had full opportunity to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of developing 
a (Provincial hydro-electric proposi- 
tion. Word ‘to this effect wus re- 
ceived this week by Acting Premier 
Hoadley. The Provincial Government 
has already made arrangements for 
an investigation of the whole propo- 
sition by an eastern expert. This ex- 
pert has asked for certain informa- 
tion as to area likely to be served by 
such a scheme, probable power ‘con- 
sumption, etc. This information has 
been gathered. ‘The Provincial Gov- 
ernment has application now on file 
at Ottawa for prior rights of develop- 
ment of the Spray Lakes site, and the 
report of ‘the expert will form the 
basis of any future action the Govern- 
ment may take.

coal. This announcement crowns 
with success the efforts which have 
been under way for the past two years 
by Premier Greenfield, who realized 
the possibility of a new outlet for Al- 
berta steam coal in its use. on Pacific 
steamers, and who has had H. Stutch- 
bury, Trade Commissioner, employed 
on the matter. The Alberta Govern- 
ment official, together with several 
coal companies, have conducted tests 
to establish the feasibility of Alberta 
steam coal for use on marine engines, 
and these tests have been satisfactory. 


ANTHUNION COMEDIES 


To the Editor. 
Dear Sir:— 

Rev. Dr. Hphraim Scott has forsak- 
en “fiction” for “tragedy.” In both of 
these realms he displays great powers 
of imagination. It might relieve the 
Church Union controversy from heavi- 
ness and over-seriousness to ‘turn in 
the direction of comedy. In this 
connection one is amused to find that 
Dr. Scott has iplayed a double role in 
his attitude toward the “Basis of 
Union.” We has spoken with two in- 
consistent voices. Which voice are 
we to believe—in the popular phrase, 
“Philip sober, or Philip drunk?” 

I have just stumbled upon ODr. 
Scott’s high tribute to the statement 
of doctrine in the Basis of Union 
when years ago it first appeared. “Its 
excellence,” he wrote, as editor of the 
Presbyterian Record, “must impress 
every thoughtful reader. It is full, 
simple and scriptural. There are few 
‘Presbyterians who can find any sub- 
stantial difference between it and the 
Shorter Catechism or the Confession 
of Faith. iMethodists and Congrega- 
tionalists will doubtless find it in 
equally substantial accord with their 
accepted beliefs. Even if organic 
union should be delayed, the work of 
these committees has not been in 
vain. Their statement of doctrine 
will be of permanent value to ‘the 
Christian world. Tt will be a stand- 
ing testimony to the essential unity 
of the Protestant Evangelical Church, 
both in this and in other lands, and, 
will be of value in helping to set be- 
fore the world ‘the substance of the 
Protestant Christian faith. It may 
also serve a8 a standard or model to 
other churches contemplating union.” 
This was ‘the verdict of Dr. Scott in 
his sober mind before ‘being warped 
by animosities. Now he says that the 
United Church is to be creedless, and 
that the Basis of Union provides “an 
open door for every error, especially 
that error which takes from Christ 
His Crown of Deity and takes from 


sinners a Saviour, making Him only aj. 


man. It would mean the death of a 
living evangelical Church, desolation 
and barrenness in spiritual results. 
Is not this Philip otherwise than sober 
in mind? 

There is surely a subject for comedy 
in the amusing fact that while Dr. 
Scott holds his present official posi- 
tion by direct appointment from the 
General Assembly he repudiates the 
authority ofthat body and leads in a 
revolt against it and all the constitu- 
ent courts of the Church. Can he ex- 
pect ‘allegiawce from others while 
using his position to support a propa- 
gandist aya inae: against the body
